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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  —  1975 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  allocated  a  considerable 
amount  of  tune  and  funds  for  roads  this  past  year.  On  the 
advice  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Highway  Engineers, 
the  problem  we  were  facing  was  getting  the  roads  in  such 
a  condition  that  we  could  achieve  proper  drainage.  We  had 
two  men  who  cut  brush  most  of  the  summer  and  fall. 

We  purchased  a  great  deal  of  gravel  for  the  dirt  roads 
and  we  hired  a  grader  to  clean  the  ditches.  We  also  sealed 
some  of  the  problem  roads. 

We  were  unable,  due  to  weather,  to  get  to  all  the  roads 
and  we  plan  to  continue  these  efforts  in  1976  so  that  we  can 
get  our  roads  into  shape. 

The  Police  Department  had  their  Open  House  in  new 
quarters  and  renovating  of  the  lower  portion  of  the  Town 
Hall  was  completed.  The  Police  Department  budget  we 
know  is  over  the  appropriation,  however,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  wish  to  commend  the  members  of  the  Depart- 
ment who  have  donated  an  enormous  amount  of  time  for 
which  they  were  not  paid,  to  keep  the  budget  in  somewhat 
of  a  better  perspective. 

The  Fire  Department  had  new  doors  installed  at  the 
Main  Street  Station  and  the  refurbushing  of  the  basement 
of  the  Main  Street  Station  was  completed.  Also  recondi- 
tioning of  the  former  oil  truck  into  an  excellent  appearing 
tank  truck  was  completed.  We  commend  the  Volunteer 
Firemen  for  these  efforts  in  all  of  these  projects,  the  labor 
which  they  so  willingly  supplied  saved  the  taxpayers  a 
great  deal  of  their  tax  dollars. 

This  past  year  has  been  one  filled  with  every  possible 
situation  that  could  be  encountered  from  the  accomplish- 


ments  of  the  departments  to  the  devastating  accident  at 
the  race  track.  We  have  done  our  best  to  serve  you  and 
appreciate  the  fine  cooperation  of  all  our  citizens.  Just  as 
life  gets  busy  and  costly  in  your  homes,  so  does  it  in  your 
town,  and  the  growing  pains  in  our  community  are  made 
easier  to  bear  when  treated  with  a  good  dose  of  under- 
standing by  all.

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LIBRARY  REPORT 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  over  the  past  year  your  Li- 
brary has  enjoyed  an  increased  patronage  of  210.  To  ac- 
comodate this  added  patronge  and  provide  adequate  space 
for  proper  display  of  new  and  carefully  selected  material 
it  seemed  essential  to  add  more  shelving  space. 

Some  cases  removed  from  the  old  building  and  stored 
in  the  attic  were  pressed  into  service,  with  new  legs  and 
tops.  In  addition  new  shelving  for  both  adult  and  children 
sections  was  ordered,  which  should  fulfill  the  needs  for  a 
reasonable  period.  Expenditure  for  new  books  totaled  just 
over  $1,000,  in  line  with  the  required  minimum  for  a  town 
of  our  population. 

Some  very  necessary,  and  in  fact  required  repairs  to  the 
building  were  made  ( fire-proofing  of  ceiling  in  boiler  room, 
demanded  by  Fire  Marshal  and  Insurance  Inspector,  and 
louvered  window  in  furnace  room  to  improve  boiler  opera- 
tion. 

High  costs  of  heating  and  lighting  have  been  a  burden 
for  your  Library,  as  for  your  own  homes.  Efforts  have  been 
made  to  conserve  energy  as  much  as  possible,  nevertheless 
both  heat  and  light  exceeded  our  budgeted  estimates. 
These  items  have  therefore  been  increased  in  the  new 
budget. 

We  wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  help  of  all  who 
gave  so  generously  of  time  and  efforts  to  carry  out  the  va- 
rious programs  which  have  become  an  important  part  of  the 
service  of  your  Library.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Epping 
Woman's  Club  for  making  The  Lydia  Ladd  Kitchen  their 
project  for  the  next  two  years. 

You  are  urged  to  visit  thc>  Library  whenever  it  is  open. 
If  you  do  not  have  a  Library  card,  why  not  see  the  Libra- 
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rian  and  obtain  one?  It  will  make  some  excellent  and  in- 
teresting reading  material  available  to  you.

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EPPING  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

This  past  year  was  one  of  much  and  varied  activity. 
"Open  House"  for  the  new  Police  Department  was  held 
on  February  22,  1975.  Along  with  the  newly  renovated  of- 
fices, located  in  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall,  a  more 
efficient  type  of  office  procedure  was  initiated  by  Chief 
Simmons.  This  enabled  the  department  to  respond  promptly 
and  more  accurately  to  inquiries  from  the  State,  local  and 
other  agencies  requesting  information  on  various  types  of 
reports. 

A  new  Police  Cruiser  was  purchased  in  July.  Many  patrol 
hours  were  spent  for  the  protection  of  the  community.  Re- 
placement cruiser  was  purchased  late  in  December  after 
an  unfortunate  accident,  however,  we  are  pleased  to  relate 
that  no  serious  injuries  were  involved. 

The  Cadet  Program  was  started  for  the  first  time  in  our 
Town  during  the  summer  months.  Funds  for  this  program 
were  provided  through  the  Crime  Commission.  Schoofing 
and  actual  participation  in  police  procedure  were  enjoyed 
by  Cadets  Cheryl  Ameil,  Philip  Mitchell,  Jr.,  and  Scott 
Young.  Their  assistance  in  the  office  was  most  gratifying. 

Karate  classes  were  held  in  the  Fall  with  Jeff  Nesbitt  as 
Instructor.  Cadets,  officers  and  their  wives  attended  the 
session. 

During  the  year  there  were  731  incident  reports  which 
are  logged  and  in  file  in  the  department.  The  following  is 
a  break-down  on  reports  based  on  24-hour  coverage.

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REPORT  OF  EPPING  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Many  changes  have  been  made  this  year,  with  greatest 
stress  on  training,  16  classes  were  held  this  year  at  the  fire 
station  and  others  were  held  throughout  the  state. 

A  maintainance  officer  has  been  appointed  and  trucks  are 
no  longer  taken  to  garages  for  repair. 

Tank  3  was  replaced  with  a  1968  International  in 
September,  making  our  job  a  little  easier  since  it  is  mechan- 
ically sound  and  more  dependable  than  the  old  truck. 

There  has  been  6  structural  fires  this  year  and  3  homes 
were  totally  destroyed.  Most  tragic  of  all,  one  life  was  lost. 

There  has  been  great  effort  on  the  part  of  the  whole 
department  to  keep  costs  down  but  with  rising  costs  it  is 
impossible  to  anticipate  repairs  on  trucks,  gas  for  fires,  and 
replacement  of  emergency  equipment  which  we  can  not 
function  properly  without. 

At  this  time  the  department  consists  of  25  men,  15  active 
and  10  inactive.  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
my  men  for  their  hard  work  of  the  past  year  and  their 
efforts  to  make  this  department  one  of  which  we  can  be 
proud. 

To  the  people  of  Epping,  my  thanks  for  your  support  and 
my  wishes  that  the  only  fires  this  year  will  be  dump  fires.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

In  spite  of  a  worldwide  recession,  Epping  continued  to 
grow  in  1975  at  an  even  faster  rate  than  in  1974,  the  pre- 
vious record  year. 

The  Planning  Board  met  40  times  in  1975,  approving 
twelve  sub-divisions  creating  61  new  lots  (compared  with 
51  in  1974),  23  land  use  applications  for  new  homes,  and 
two  applications  for  new  retail  stores.  Two  apartment  pro- 
posals totaling  approximately  90  apartments  are  still  pend- 
ing. 

Following  well  attended  public  hearings,  applications 
for  a  truck  stop  restaurant  on  Route  125  and  a  214-camp- 
site  public  campground  on  Folsom  Lane  were  denied.  In 
addition,  board  members  made  24  site  inspections,  signed 
9  surveys  without  subdivision  to  permit  recording  at  the 
Registry  of  Deeds,  and  brought  9  apparent  violations  to 
the  attention  of  the  Selectmen.  Under  state  law,  planning 
boards  have  no  enforcement  powers. 

As  directed  by  the  voters  at  the  last  Town  Meeting,  the 
Planning  Board  adopted  special  flood  plain  provisions,  so 
that  Epping  residents  can  now  purchase  low  cost  flood  in- 
surance under  the  new  Federal  program. 

We  have  made  a  major  ettort  during  1975  to  open  up 
channels  of  communication  between  the  Planning  Board 
and  the  town,  and  to  place  all  of  the  Board's  activities  in 
full  view.  Five  issues  of  our  new  newsletter,  Planning 
News,  were  mailed  to  every  family  on  the  tax  blotter,  and 
since  July  a  complete  summary  of  every  Board  Tueeting 
has  been  mailed  to  each  reporter  in  town,  with  the  result 
that  our  activities  are  now  being  fully  covered  in  most  lo- 
cal papers.   In  addition,   the  editor   of  the   Exeter   News-

Letter  has  agreed  to  publish  a  column  written  by  members 
of  the  Planning  Board  in  the  first  issue  every  month.  These 
columns  have  appeared  regularly  since  October. 

A  committee  consisting  of  Bill  Callaway,  Chairman,  and 
volunteers  Jean  Bellefeuille,  Mary  Fecteau,  Jack  Lavoie 
and  Bob  Terry  was  formed  last  May,  with  full  authority 
to  take  whatever  steps  they  felt  were  needed  to  improve 
communications  between  the  town  and  the  Planning  Board. 

A  new,  simplified  land  use  application  form  with  much 
clearer  instructions  was  introduced  late  in  the  year,  which 
we  hope  will  enable  many  more  people  to  complete  their 
business  with  the  Board  in  a  single  visit. 

Regarding  Town  regulations,  the  voters  turned  down 
Planning  Board  proposals  March  4  for  adoption  of  the 
National  Building  Code,  minimum  setbocks,  limitation  of 
mobile  homes  to  a  percentage  of  all  home  types,  and  edi- 
ting of  existing  regulations  for  purposes  of  clarification. 
Modified  proposals  for  setbacks,  multi-family  and  mobile 
home  limitations  were  withdrawn  on  May  8. 

Standards  for  public  recreational  camping  areas,  not 
covered  in  existing  Town  regulations,  have  been  proposed, 
and  will  appear  on  the  ballot  this  March. 

Mrs.  Bert  J.  Allen  has  agreed  to  form  a  committee  to 
study  the  effects  on  Epping's  farmers  of  reassessment  and 
of  increasing  pressures  for  land  development,  and  to  re- 
commend steps  which  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Town 
can  take  to  ease  their  plight. 

Two  major  new  policies  were  put  into  effect  in  1975. 
The  first  was  to  require  land  developers  to  post  a  bond 
for  the  full  cost  of  road  construction  in  all  new  subdi- 
visions. The  purpose  is  to  protect  the  townspeople  against 
having  to  maintain  substandard  roads,  or  to  bring  them 
up  to  town  specifications  at  their  own  expense,  as  Exeter 
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and  many  other  towns  have  been  ordered  to  do  by  the 
courts   in   recent   years. 

A  second  policy  adopted  has  been  to  have  all  perc 
tests  observed  by  a  Town  representative.  Edgar  Sewall 
has  served  in  this  capacity,  and  has  observed  nine  tests 
in  1975. 

Existing  Epping  Land  Subdivision  and  Building  Reg- 
ulations have  always  contained  specific  authority  for  both 
bonds  and  perc  test  observation,  but  these  have  not 
generally  been  enforced  in  the  past. 

Early  in  1975  Ed  Ingraham  was  appointed  to  a  full 
term  as  regular  Planning  Board  Member,  after  having 
served  as  an  Associate.  Warren  Celli  and  Joseph  Silveira 
II  were  appointed  Associate  Members;  Joe  however  re- 
signed in  April  because  of  other  evening  commitments. 
Late  in  the  year,  Dorothy  Hall  was  reappointed  to  a  full 
term  as  regular  Planning  Board  Member. 

In  spite  of  many  posted  notices  and  announcements  in 
local  newspapers  since  last  July,  no  applications  for  regu- 
lar or  associate  Planning  Board  membership  have  been 
received.  We  are  still  actively  seeking  new  members,  how- 
ever, and  sincerely  urge  everyone  who  is  willing  to  work 
to  make  Epping  a  better  place  to  live  to  get  in  touch  with 
any  Selectman  or  Planning  Board  member. 

During  1975  the  Planning  Board  incurred  expenses  of 
$532.41,  plus  advertising,  mailing  and  printing  costs  fully 
reimbursed  by  appHcants  of  $370.95.  Budget  requested 
for  1976  is  $500.00,  exclusive  of  reimbursed  costs.

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REPORT  OF  EPPING  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

The  following  is  my  annual  report  on  the  activities  of 
Civil  Defense. 

I  have  attended  several  special  briefings  to  update  our 
program.  We  are  again  certified  as  a  unit  of  the  state  and 
federal  civil  defense  program.  This  certification  is  re- 
quired on  an  annual  basis. 

The  CB  radio  is  now  licensed  and  operational.  The 
call  sign  is  KIS-1764.  I  will  make  every  effort  to  have 
this  unit  operational  during  any  major  disaster  operation. 

We  lost  the  use  of  one  of  our  Civil  Defense  trucks,  due 
to  engine  failure,  which  was  beyond  repair.  I  have  an- 
other truck  on  order.

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EPPING  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

Another  year  has  quickly  passed  and  a  few  new  pro- 
grams have  been  added.  Because  of  school  activities, 
mainly  basketball,  we  did  not  provide  much  in  the  way  of 
recreation  during  the  winter  months.  We  had  planned  on 
keeping  the  snow  off  the  pond  in  the  back  of  the  Elemen- 
tary school,  but  the  season  didn't  provide  us  with  much 
ice. 

Our  year  didn  't  really  begin  until  baseball  season.  When 
the  call  was  given  for  boys,  ages  8  -  12,  to  sign  up,  over  80 
boys  were  ready  for  play.  After  choosing  30  of  these  for 
Epping  I  and  Epping  II  ( coached  by  Don  Keach  and  Larry 
Foss  and  assistant),  the  remaining  50  boys  were  divided 
into  two  farm  teams  (coached  by  Hank  Letourneau  and 
Fremont  Bickford  and  assistants).  One  can  well  imagine 
what  it  is  like  to  try  to  coach  25,  8  to  10  year  olds,  teach 
the  fundamentals,  and  give  them  enough  playing  time. 
The  coaches  did  an  admirable  job,  but  would  be  quick  to 
tell  you  there  were  too  many  young 'uns  on  each  team  to 
give  them  a  proper  background.  More  about  this  problem 
later. 

The  Pony  League  Team  worked  with  about  15  boys 
down  at  the  ballfield  in  back  of  the  elementary  school.  Ted 
Piecuch  coached  this  team. 

The  girls'  softball  teams  were  a  new  addition  to  our 
growing  list  of  activities  offered.  Girls  from  10  to  17  were 
group  into  3  teams.  The  older  girls'  team  (coached  by 
Bonnie  Giroux)  represented  Epping  and  played  games 
with  Newfields,  Exeter  and  others.  The  younger  girls  were 
group  into  2  teams  and  were  coached  by  Carol  Robinson 
and  Kathy  Bilodeau.  Several  other  women  assisted.  There 
were  approximately  60  girls  involved  on  these  teams  which 
held  practice  and  games  on  the  West  Epping  field  at  the 
corner  of  Jenness  Road  and  Beede  Hill  Road. 
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At  the  end  of  the  last  summer,  we  had  4  teams  of  boys 
trying  to  practice  and  play  games  on  one  field  and  3  teams 
of  girls  trying  to  do  the  same  on  one  other  field.  The  Pony 
League  had  a  field  of  its  own,  but  had  to  share  it  or  parts 
of  it  with  area  men's  softball  teams  practicing.  In  a  nut- 
shell, we  are  sadly  lacking  space  for  our  boys'  and  girls' 
teams.  We  really  have  too  many  youngsters  for  the  num- 
ber of  teams  we  can  actively  place  on  our  limited  facili- 
ties. We  really  should  be  fielding  more  teams — if  more 
youngsters  wish  to  participate,  we'd  be  in  worse  shape. 
We  beHeve  coaches  could  be  found  but  we  lack  space.  We 
are  currently  looking  for  available  flat  land  within  a  short 
distance  from  the  town's  center  to  set  up  a  couple  more 
fields  for  softball/ little  league.  We  would  welcome  any 
suggestions. 

The  summer  program,  ably  divided  by  Don  LeBrun  and 
his  wife  Chirs  and  assisted  by  Darlene  Hamilton,  Kathy 
Bilodeau,  Judy  Sager,  Linda  Varley  and  a  dedicated  group 
of  great  junior  leaders,  had  a  banner  year.  A  swimming 
program  was  instituted  at  Fox  Run  Campground  which 
we  hope  to  expand  this  year.  We  had  our  own  bus  to  use 
all  summer  and  took  trips  to  Benson 's,  Canobie  Lake,  Fen- 
way Park  (twice).  Bear  Brook  State  Park,  Kingston  State 
Park,  Hampton  Beach,  Mount  Kearsarge  (overnight)  and 
weekly  trips  to  Pawtuckaway  (every  Friday  for  a  quar- 
ter). The  bus  was  also  to  transport  our  Park  teams  to  soft- 
ball  games  with  Kingston,  Raymond,  and  Merrimack,  Ma 
as  well  as  2  track  meets  in  Kingston.  A  production  of  Cin- 
derella was  a  highlight  of  the  dramatics  activities.  We  felt 
the  whole  program  was  a  great  success  and  look  forward 
to  this  summer  with  Don  returning  to  lead  us  on. 

The  Red  Wagon  came  to  town  and  dehghted  the  ex- 
cited audience  until  the  rains  came  and  "dampened"  the 
activity  for  another  year. 

We  ended  the  summer  vdth  the  Second  Annual  Town 
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Picnic.  We  feel  this  one  was  even  better  than  the  first. 
Different  groups  contributed  one  way  or  the  other  and  we 
had  a  day  of  games  (all  kinds)  music  (wasn't  it  just 
great?),  food,  socializing,  and  good  "wet"  fun  (remem- 
ber the  water-polo?).  We  think  all  who  attended  really 
had  a  great  time.  Hope  to  see  the  whole  town  at  the  next 
one. 

Three  programs  ended  the  year.  Our  annual  Halloween 
Party  with  a  Spook  House,  movies,  apple-bobbing,  dough- 
nut eating,  pinning  the  nose  on  Mr.  Pumpkin,  a  Grand 
March  and  lots  of  food  and  drink  was  the  highhght  of  the 
fall.  We  certainly  appreciated  all  the  help  we  got  from 
folks  who  chaperoned,  cooked,  baked  and  especially  the 
Youth  Council  who  set  up  and  ran  the  activities  the  greater 
part  of  the  evening.  We  ended  up  the  evening  with  a 
dance  for  grades  7-12. 

In  November,  we  sponsored  a  series  of  4  films  which 
were  shown  on  successive  Saturdays  at  the  Town  Hall  to 
the  elementary  children  as  well  as  a  few  older  ones  for  a 
small  charge.  Although  we  didn't  clear  enough  to  break 
even,  we  feel  the  program  was  worthwhile  and  intend  to 
sponsor  another  series  again. 

Before  basketball  season  began,  we  sponsored  a  group 
of  women  in  town  who  played  volleyball  at  the  gym  one 
evening  a  week  for  a  small  fee.  After  basketball  season, 
we  hope  to  be  able  to  do  this  again — open  to  all  Epping 
women. 

Our  Youth  Group  ran  several  dances  and  used  some  of 
their  money  to  help  Girls'  Softball  Teams  and  ran  a 
raflfle  last  fall  featuring  a  Thanksgiving  Food  Basket  and 
used  the  proceeds  to  buy  Christmas  gifts  for  senior  citi- 
zen patients  at  the  County  Home. 

We  should  like  to  offer  more  activities,  particularly  at 
the  adult  level,  but  since  we  are  all  volunteers  on  the  Com- 
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mission  working  at  full-time  jobs,  our  time  is  extremely 
limited.  Just  about  every  activity  needs  money  and/ or  su- 
pervision and  physical  facilities.  We  are  lacking  in  most 
of  these  areas.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
EPPING  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

During  the  past  year  your  Conservation  Commission  has 
met  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month  through 
early  fall,  after  which  time  we  have  been  meeting  the  first 
Tuesday  of  the  month  and  subsequent  consecutive  evenings 
until  the  business  at  hand  has  been  completed.  On  the  new 
schedule  each  meeting  is  usually  devoted  to  a  work  session 
on  only  one  or  two  priority  topics;  new  and/or  recurrent 
subjects  requiring  immediate  action  are  also  dealt  with  as 
are  all  usual  business  meeting  formalities.  These  meetings 
are  held  at  the  town  hall  and  are  open  to  the  public. 

Construction  of  the  proposed  Mill  and  Water  Street 
Park  was  imdertaken  this  year  by  the  ECC  although  pro- 
gress has  been  slowed  by  a  challenge  to  the  title  for  a  por- 
tion of  the  land.  During  1975  the  existing  gasoline  tanks 
and  concrete  slabs  were  removed  from  the  area  and  it  was 
graded  and  filled  with  loam.  Posts  have  been  set  in  the 
ground  to  mark  the  southeast  border.  In  early  spring  gran- 
ite curbing  will  be  laid  along  Water  Street  and  the  park 
will  be  seeded  to  grass  and  planted  with  shrubbery  and 
flowers.  A  semicircular  walkway  from  Water  Street  will 
lead  to  a  sitting  area  with  park  benches  in  the  center  of  the 
site.  A  dedication  of  the  park  in  this  bicentennial  summer 
is  expected. 

Progress  in  the  planning  for  the  future  use  of  Blair  Park 
with  the  aid  of  the  Recreation  Cx)mmission  continued  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  It  was  determined  that  some  clearing 
would  be  done  to  create  a  softball  field  and  other  open 
areas  to  be  used  for  a  variety  of  purposes,  including  pos- 
.sibly,  the  annual  town  picnic.  Other  limited  ar(>as  of  the 
park  would  be  cleared  or  thinned  so  as  to  provide"  for  pic- 
nic areas,  trails,  and  a  canoe  ])or(age  roult^  and  river  access. 

Dining  town  cleaiinp  day  with  the  aid  ot  town  yonths. 
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and  again  during  the  summer  with  the  assistance  of  some 
of  the  town's  "Manpower"  youths  under  the  direction  of 
commission  members,  the  park  was  fairly  well  cleaned  of 
rubbish  and  other  debris. 

The  Water  Resources  Board  dam  at  Blair  Park  has  been 
the  subject  of  ongoing  communication  between  the  com- 
mission, selectmen,  and  the  state  board.  As  many  towns- 
people are  aware,  there  is  a  problem  with  vandalism  and 
disorder  at  the  park  during  the  summer  months,  and  swim- 
ming at  the  dam  in  a  dangerous  and  restricted  area.  An 
agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  Water  Resources 
Board  under  which  they  will  fence  off  their  dam,  request 
aid  in  the  policing  of  their  property  from  the  state  poHce, 
and  we  and  they  will  provide  a  dual  lock  arrangement  on 
the  park  entrance  gate  which  we  will  endeavor  to  have 
opened  and  closed  on  a  regular  schedule. 

The  Dr.  Abram  Mitchell  Park  which  is  not  under  the 
commissioner's  jurisdiction  but  for  which  we  have  been 
appointed  by  the  park  trustees  to  form  a  citizens'  action 
group,  has  undergone  some  research  by  commission  mem- 
bers in  order  to  provide  more  information  about  the  park 
for  the  citizens'  group  when  formed.  Hopefully,  the  citi- 
zens' group  will  be  formed  early  this  spring  and  programs 
and  ideas  for  better  park  usage  can  be  recommended  and 
discussed.  Possibly  some  more  effective  program  for  the 
better  usage  of  the  park  may  be  implemented  during  the 
summer  and  fall  months. 

Your  Commission  has  begun  a  program  to  aid  our  school 
students  and  professional  staff  in  the  obtaining  of  educa- 
tional materials  concerning  Conservation  topics  from  state, 
federal,  and  private  sources.  This  is  being  done  by  con- 
tacting these  sources  and  compiHng  a  list  of  available  ma- 
terials from  which  students  and  staff  may  select  whatever 
best  fills  their  needs  in  the  curriculum.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  educational  program  may  help  the  community  and 
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schools  become  better  informed  and  more  aware  of  the 
areas  of  our  natural  resources  and  their  wise  use. 

The  ECC  and  the  Epping  Garden  Club  co-sponsored  a 
Conservation  Camp  scholarship  this  past  summer.  Karl 
Biledeau  attended  the  one  week  camp  in  June  that  was 
held  at  Bear  Brook  State  Park.  The  annual  Conservation 
Camp  is  offered  to  students  who  have  completed  the  eighth 
grade  and  is  conducted  by  the  Society  for  the  Protection 
of  New  Hampshire  forests.  Karl  was  recommended  for  the 
scholarship  by  his  science  teacher  and  after  his  attendance 
he  visited  with  the  ECC  to  share  his  camp  experiences  and 
help  us  evaluate  the  net  worth  of  the  program.  The  com- 
mission plans  to  expand  the  Conservation  Camp  scholar- 
program  in  1976.  Two  students  will  be  selected  from  essay 
entries  on  Conservation  topics  to  the  commission,  and  they 
will  receive  full  funding  for  camp  attendance. 

River  coliform  counts  ( fecal  bacteria — a  pollution  indica- 
tor) of  the  North  River  and  the  Lamprey  River  were  moni- 
tored unofficially,  with  the  help  of  Mr.  Robert  Mooney, 
from  the  first  of  the  year  through  July  9;  this  was  a  con- 
tinuation of  an  existing  program.  The  counts  all  fell  below 
the  maximum  allowable  Hmit  (state  standards  )of  1000 
coliform  per  each  100  ml  of  water  for  acquatic  usages  such 
as  swimming.  There  is  a  chart  posted  in  the  town  hall  for 
interested  citizens  that  indicates  dates,  sampling  site  loca- 
tions, and  the  number  of  coliforms  found  per  100  ml  of 
water.  The  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution 
Control  Commission  has  been  aware  of  this  data  and  has 
used  it  for  correlation  with  their  monitoring  data.  They 
encourage  the  continuance  of  such  a  town  program. 

Clean-up  day  was  held  May  3,  and  covered  were  Blair 
Park,  Quaker  Pines,  the  DAR  lot,  and  the  schools.  Again 
the  lack  of  adult  supervision  was  a  problem,  as  adult  help 
is  essential  for  a  successful  project.  Local  businesses  were 
responsive  to  cleanup  day  with  donations  of  food,  money, 
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and  equipment.  The  Fire  Belles  again  served  lunches  to  all 
Clean-up  workers. 

Your  commission  is  still  composed  of  most  of  the  same 
members  as  last  year  and  we  still  have  somewhat  of  a  con- 
centration of  talent  and  interest  in  the  biological  and  en- 
vironmental sciences.  The  non-technical  members  of  the 
commission  bring  to  it  a  wealth  of  personal  knowledge  and 
experience  of  local  history  and  affairs.  We  at  present  are 
lacking  in  the  area  of  associate  members  and  would  wel- 
come any  and  all  Epping  residents  either  as  "formal"  as- 
sociate members  or  as  non-member  but  active  participants 
who  would  like  to  share  their  interests,  knowledge,  and 
concerns  with  us  and  be  of  greater  help  to  the  community 
in  the  conduction  of  conservation  activities  by  and  for  the 
community,  and  in  the  planning  and  implementation  of  new 
programs  which  will  benefit  the  health  and  well  being  of 
the  community  both  now  and  for  future  generations.  There 
is  a  great  deal  that  can  and  should  be  done,  much  of  which 
is  physical  labor  that  will  require  the  cooperative  efforts 
of  all  of  us — if  anything  worthwhile  is  to  be  accomplished. 

We  thank  all  of  those  who  have  helped  during  the  past 
year:  members  of  other  local  organizations,  local  merchants 
on  Clean-up  day,  townspeople  who  have  aided  and  cooper- 
ated with  us,  and  especially  the  young  people  who  helped 
make  Clean-up  day  as  successful  as  it  was.

1976!  A  year  to  remember  in  our  nation's  history  ...  a 
time  of  celebration,  when  Americans  recall  two  hundred 
years  of  independence  and  nationhood.  The  Bicentennial 
year  will  be  a  time  of  achievement,  a  time  to  remember 
the  past,  to  enjoy  the  present,  and  to  build  for  the  future. 

Our  United  States  of  America  is  celebrating  its  200th 
birthday  this  year.  It  is  fitting  that  we  citizens  of  Epping 
participate  in  this  great  occasion,  that  of  the  American 
Revolution  Bicentennial.  Epping,  New  Hampshire  had  its 
incorporation  in  1741.  The  early  years  of  our  town  were  the 
important  years  in  our  nation's  history,  leading  to  1776. 
The  time  was  of  revolution  in  the  American  tradition,  a  re- 
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affirmation  of  values  ratlier  than  mere  protest,  the  triumph 
of  reason  and  human  dignity,  and  most  important,  that  of 
preserving  individual  liberty.

8  barrels  of  this  powder  from  the  eyes  of  the  British.  Many 
of  the  men  and  boys  from  our  town  rallied  to  arms  as  the 
fateful  day  of  April  19,  1775  arrived.  The  mothers,  wives 
and  sisters  of  the  volunteers  had  busied  themselves  in  fitting 
them  out  for  the  march,  and  bade  them  adieu  with  tearful 
eyes  and  words  of  encouragement.  Over  200  volunteers 
\\'ould  do  our  town  proud  before  the  war  for  independence 
was  over. 

The  American  Revolution  Bicentennial  Committee  of 
Epping  cordially  invites  every  citzen  of  the  town  to  join  us 
in  celebrating  the  great  event  of  our  nation  "s  200th  birth- 
day at  thc>  local  level.  We  want  all  to  take  part  as  we  re- 
member those  who  served  in  the  Revolution,  with  a  plaque 
on  the  town  hall,  spruce  up  Main  Street,  celebrate  at  the 
Cieorge  Washington's  Birthday  ball,  and  most  of  all,  be 
with  us  August  8  -  14,  1976  as  Epping  celebrates  with  a 
whole  week  of  events.  All  will  climax  with  Old  Home  Day 
on  August  14,  with  a  parade,  games  and  festi\ities,  street 
dance  in  the  evening,  and  fireworks!

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REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

Epping  continued  its  participation  in  the  Southeastern 
New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission.  The  cost 
is  60c  per  capita  and  is  well  worth  it  to  the  town.  Our 
money  is  used  to  provide  us  with  professional  planning 
help,  something  our  boards  often  need. 

The  staff  assisted  the  Planning  Board,  Conservation 
Commission  and  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  assistance  to  the 
Planning  Board  consisted  in  explaining  the  content  of  in- 
ventory maps  for  the  master  plan,  preparing  a  sample  zon- 
ing map  and  ordinance,  advice  on  the  technical  aspects  of 
several  subdivision  plans,  and  preparation  of  memoranda 
on  changes  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  Subdivision  Regula- 
tions, and  Building  Code.  The  assistance  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  included  preparing  and  filing  the  application 
for  participation  in  the  Federal  Flood  Insurance  Program 
including  \\'arrant  articles,  and  advice  on  the  procedures 
necessary  for  making  an  application  for  money  under  the 
Community  Development  Act,  and  preparing  the  pre-appli- 
cation  for  those  funds.  The  assistance  to  the  Conservation 
Commission  included  a  memorandum  with  suggestions  on 
how  to  control  the  development  of  campgrounds  in  Epping, 
including  suggestions  for  site  planning  as  well  as  locations. 
This  assistance  involved  the  efforts  of  two  staff  members 
and  one  student  intern  and  attendance  by  one  or  more  of 
them  at  seven  planning  board  meetings,  three  selectmen's 
meetings,  three  meetings  of  the  citizen's  advisory  com- 
mittee, and  one  meeting  of  the  conservation  commission. 

In  addition,  the  Commission  performs  planning  for  the 
entire  region.  Membership  gives  us  both  a  voice  and  a  vote 
on  these  planning  projects.  Although  the  Commission's 
findings  and  recommendations  on  major  issues  may  be 
controversial,  it  is  often  the  only  professional,  independent, 
local,  agency  able  to  review  proposed  projects  in  an  ob- 
jective fashion.

Department,  Trust  Funds,  Municipal  Court  and  Sewer 
project. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
The  Balance  Sheet  as  of  December  31,  1975  is  presented 
in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  liabilities  exceed 
the  assets  thereby  creating  a  Net  Debit  of  $266,287.81. 
CJoinparative  Statement  of  Appropriations  and  Expendi- 
tures (Exhibit  A-2)  shows  a  net  deficit  of  appropriations 
of  $15,228.96.  The  Statement  of  Estimated  and  Actual 
lU'veiiues  and  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit  A-3)  shows  a  net 
decreas(;  of  actual  revenue  of  $742.04,  showing  a  net  bud- 
get deficit  of  $15,971.00.

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  Accounts  and  Records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipts  and  disbursements  of  Public 
Funds  were  examined  and  audited  in  accordance  with  gen- 
erally accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly  in- 
clude such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other 
auditing  procedures  as  were  considered  necessary  in  the 
circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Col- 
lector's Records.  The  amounts  of  uncollected  taxes  as  in- 
dicated in  the  report  are  therefore  subject  to  any  change 
which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification 
notices. 

Also,  verification  of  uncollected  Water  &  Sewer  bills 
were  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  accounts  as 
indicated  by  the  Collector's  Records. 

GENERAL   COMMENTS 

In  order  to  meet  the  payment  on  $20,()0().()0  in  Tax  An- 
ticipation Note  plus  interest  due  December  31,  1975,  it  was 
necessary  to  negotiate  a  $25,000.00  Tax  Anticipation  Note 
payal)k>  in   1976. 

All  uncollected  taxes  in  Exhibit  C]-3  for  the  year  1972, 
have  been  either  abated  or  deeded  to  thc>  town,  inasmuch 
as  the  statutory  two  year  redemption  period  provided  by 
R.S.A.  80:32  has  expired  on  these  tax  liens. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  department  heads  submit 
all  requisitions  for  purchases  exceeding  $25.00  to  the  se- 
lectmen for  their  approval. 

It  is  hoped  the  town  office  will  continue  to  have  regu- 
larly scheduled  hours  for  the  convenience  of  the  taxpay- 
ers.

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ANNUAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

March  8,  1975 

Moderator  Kendall  Chase  opened  the  meeting  at  7:35 
p.m.  Two  letters  of  resignation  from  school  board  members 
Eileen  C.  Murphy  and  Mary  S.  Cloutier  were  read.  The 
Moderator  then  proceeded  to  announce  the  results  of  the 
election  held  on  March  4,  1975. 

Mr.  Chase  then  read  the  warrant.  ( The  following  are  the 
Articles  and  the  action  taken  on  each  Article.) 

Article  1.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
school  board  and  truant  officer  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  district.  It  was  voted  to 
take  this  up  under  Article  10. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  there- 
to. It  was  voted  to  accept  reports  as  printed  in  the  school 
district  report. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
school  board  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  cause  legisla- 
tion to  be  filed  to  withdraw  the  Epping  School  District 
from  Supervisory  Union  14  and  to  establish  a  new  Super- 
visory Union  consisting  of  the  Epping  School  District  and 
the  Newmarket  School  District.  This  Article  was  defeated. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school 
board  to  transfer  any  unencumbered  balance  from  the 
1974-75  school  district  appropriations  into  the  Capital  Re- 
serve Fund.  This  article  was  tabled. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  increase 
the  number  of  members  of  the  school  board  from  three  (3^ 
to  five  (5)  and,  if  so,  to  elect  two  (2)  members  each  year, 
beginning  with  the  present  year,  and  each  year  thereafter 
to  annually  elect  two  (2)  members.  This  article  was  de- 
feated. 
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Article  6.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $11,620.00  for  an  additional  physical 
education  instructor  and  for  additional  physical  education 
equipment  for  an  additional  teaching  station.  The  article 
was  defeated. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,500.00  to  install  lockers  in  the 
corridors  of  the  Carrie  Odiorne  Junior  High  School  and 
Watson  Academy.  The  article  was  defeated. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  to  purchase  a  mixer  for 
the  School  Lunch  Program.  The  article  was  tabled. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  to  re-key  Watson  Acad- 
emy and  the  Carrie  Odiorne  Junior  High  School.  This 
article  was  put  to  a  vote  and  it  carried. 

Article  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  payment  of  salaries  for  school  district  oflBcials  and 
agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the 
district.  A  motion  was  made  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $703,864.00.  A  vote  was  taken  and  it  carried. 

Article  11.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.  The  meeting  was  ad- 
journed at  approximately  9:10  p.m.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Of  considerable  interest  at  last  year's  Epping  School 
District  Meeting  was  the  reorganization  of  Supervisory 
Union  No.  14,  especially  as  it  related  to  a  specific  warrant 
article  dealing  with  this  topic.  After  considerable  discus- 
sion, the  article  to  establish  a  Newmarket-Epping  Super- 
visory Union  was  defeated.  The  vote  to  defeat  this  particu- 
lar article  was  perhaps  not  so  much  a  vote  against  super- 
visory union  reorganization  as  it  was  a  vote  against  the 
method  being  employed  to  bring  about  such  reorganization. 

During  the  discussion  your  superintendent  indicated  that, 
regardless  of  how  Epping  might  vote,  reorganization  within 
Supervisory  Union  No.  14  appeared  inevitable,  as  Sanborn 
Regional  would  probably  vote  to  form  its  own  supervisory 
union.  This  prediction  proved  to  be  entirely  accurate.  On 
October  27,  1975,  the  State  Board  of  Education  voted  to 
allow  Sanborn  Regional  to  form  its  own  supervisory  union 
beginning  July  1,  1976.  In  doing  so,  the  State  Board  re- 
assigned Chester,  Fremont,  Epping  and  Newmarket  to  Su- 
pervisory Union  No.  14,  accomplishing,  to  a  large  extent, 
that  which  many  people  in  Epping  wanted  in  the  first  place 
— a  smaller  Supervisory  Union. 

Soon  after  the  school  district  meeting,  last  year,  Mr. 
Wendell  Irvine,  who  had  been  principal  for  grades  1-6  since 
1971,  announced  his  resignation,  effective  at  the  close  of 
school  in  June.  He  resigned  in  order  to  accept  a  full-time 
ministry  in  Kingston,  N.  H. 

With  his  resignation,  a  new  administrative  team  approach 
was  developed  in  Epping.  Mr.  Arthur  G.  Lucier,  who  had 
been  serving  as  high  school  principal  for  the  past  four  years 
was  assigned  as  principal  of  all  grades  (1-12)  and  Mr. 
Mark  Joyce,  a  staff  member  in  the  Junior-Senior  High 
School  was  employed  to  serve  as  Mr.  Lucier 's  full-time  as- 
sistant principal  in  charge  of  grades  7-12.  Thus,  since  last 
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September  Mr.  Lucier  has  been  stationed  at  Central  School 
and  has  been  devoting  most  of  his  time  to  the  elementary 
grades,  while  Mr.  Joyce  has  been  stationed  at  the  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  and  has  worked  exclusively  with  grades 
7-12.  Incidentally,  Mr.  Lucier  had  served  as  elementary 
principal  in  Epping  between  the  years  1966  and  1971.  With 
only  a  half  year 's  experience  in  this  new  setup,  it  is  probab- 
ly too  soon  to  determine  its  success.  However,  both  ad- 
ministrators report  that  this  arrangement  is  working  re- 
markably well  so  far. 

Both  Mr.  Lucier  nd  Mr.  Joyce  see  the  crowded  conditions 
as  our  number  one  problem  in  Epping  today. 

Mr.  Lucier  reports: 

The  school  administration  was  instructed  by  the  School 
Board  in  March,  1975  to  set  up  an  educational  team  that 
would  assure  a  better  eduction  for  the  children  of  Epping. 

To  accomplish  this,  a  Principal  for  grades  1-12  and  an 
Assistant  Principal  rather  than  two  Principals.  This  has  re- 
sulted in  a  concerted  effort  to  revise  the  curriculum  so  each 
person  will  be  better  prepared  in  basics  for  eventually  tak- 
ing his  place  in  modern  society.  The  objective  is  to  put 
basal  programs  in  the  early  elementary  grades  in  reading 
and  mathematics.  Each  year  for  the  next  few,  the  program 
will  be  extended  to  other  grades  until  1-8  have  adopted  the 
same  overall  curriculum  in  basal  areas.  An  immediate  need 
at  the  7th  and  8th  grade  level  is  a  reading  teacher. 

At  the  high  school  level,  concentration  is  in  a  basal  pro- 
gram with  no  frills  but  one  that  will  prepare  youth  for 
careers  and  for  a  productive  place  in  society.  To  accomplish 
all  of  this,  the  people  of  Epping  must  consider  the  space 
problems  which  face  us.  Of  fifteen  classrooms  at  the  Central 
School,  only  two  are  recommended  sizes.  Many  activities 
are  limited  within  the  classroom  because  of  lack  of  space. 
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This  year's  enrollment  in  grades  1-6  has  been  as  much  as 
397.  Grades  1-3  have  had  but  two  divisions  in  each  although 
at  most  times  grades  1  and  3  have  had  60  or  more  pupils. 
Of  the  four  rooms  involved,  only  one  is  a  normal  sized  class- 
room. In  this  classroom  there  is  special  equipment  for  handi- 
capped children  which  takes  more  space.  On  the  basis  of 
present  enrollment  projection,  there  is  a  need  for  two  ad- 
ditional classrooms  at  the  Central  School  with  the  necessary 
personnel  for  1976  and  1977  for  productive  learning  experi- 
ence to  take  place. 

At  the  Junior  High  130  stulents  are  crammed  into  a  space 
for  half  that  number.  At  the  Senior  High,  too,  there  is 
crowding.  There  is  a  great  need  for  lockers  to  prevent  lost 
books,  materials,  and  personal  possessions.  Rooms  that 
should  never  be  intended  for  homerooms  are  used. 

Now  for  the  first  time,  schools  have  had  an  enrollment 
of  over  700.  For  a  few  years  now,  the  enrollment  has  in- 
creased the  equivalent  of  one  classroom  per  year;  yet,  that 
space  has  not  been  made  available  nor  has  the  stafi^  been 
increased  accordingly. 

Mr.  Joyce  reports: 

To  fm-ther  explain  the  serious  problems  we  are  facing  in 
our  Secondary  Schools,  I  would  like  to  share  with  you  some 
important  information.  Last  year  during  the  1974-75  school 
year,  we  had  117  students  enrolled  in  grades  7  and  8  and 
183  students  enrolled  in  grades  9-12,  bringing  our  total 
secondary  enrollment  to  280  students.  This  year  we  have 
grown  to  130  students  in  the  Junior  High  School  and  179 
students  in  the  Senior  High  School,  bringing  our  total  en- 
rollment in  grades  7-12  up  to  309  students.  Looking  ahead 
to  next  year,  we  can  expect  140  students  in  7th  and  8th 
grades  and  210  students  in  9th  and  12th  grades.  This  will 
increase  our  secondary  enrollment  to  over  350  students. 
Based  on  the  continued  large  size  of  our  Elementary  School, 
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this  growing  trend  will  continue  for,  at  least,  the  next  six 
years.  Eventually,  this  trend  will  force  our  enrollment  to- 
wards 400  students  in  just  grades  7-12. 

As  you  can  see  from  these  facts,  we  must  begin  to  meet 
certain  immediate  needs  if  we  are  to  continue  to  provide  a 
comprehensive,  quality  education  for  our  children.  Primary 
among  our  problems  is  the  fact  that  we  have  simply  out- 
grown the  Watson  Academy  building.  We  are  presently 
housing  over  130  Junior  High  students  in  the  four  small 
classrooms  of  the  Academy.  Looking  into  the  immediate  fu- 
ture, we  will  have  to  find  room  for  over  140  students  in  the 
Watson  Academy  next  year;  and  then  during  the  1977-78 
school  year,  we  will  have  to  be  able  to  house  over  155  stu- 
dents in  just  grades  7  and  8.  At  present,  we  are  unable  to 
offer  Industrial  Arts,  Home  Economics,  Art,  or  Music  as  a 
regular  daily  course  to  Junior  High  students  simply  because 
of  our  lack  of  space.  This  problem  of  lack  of  space  is  further 
complicated  by  the  fact  that  the  Carrie  Odiome  building 
is  being  taxed  to  its  limits  now  in  housing  our  present  en- 
rollment in  grades  9-12.  This  is  evident  by  the  fact  that  we 
have  been  forced  to  use  the  main  lobby  as  a  classroom  for 
the  past  few  years  because  every  other  classroom  facility  is 
in  use  each  period  of  the  day. 

In  summary,  the  Epping  School  System  has  been  provid- 
ing a  comprehensive,  quality  education  to  the  children  and 
young  adults  of  our  community:  but  if  we  are  to  continue 
to  adequately  satisfy  our  educational  needs,  we  must  begin 
to  solve  some  very  serious  problems  now. 

The  superintendent  is  in  agreement  v/ith  the  two  princi- 
pals and  feels  that  action  should  be  taken  so  as  to  alleviate 
this  severe  condition — obviously  this  means  school  construc- 
tion.

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Epping's  American  Revolution  Bicen- 
tennial Coimnittee  was  asked  to 
undertake  responsibility  for  de- 
velopment of  a  new  town  seal. 


State  law  decrees  only  that  a  town's 
seal  must  include  the  name  of  the 
town  and  its  date  of  incorporation, 
and  have  the  approval  of  the  select- 
men.  The  old  town  seal  erroneously 
used  the  date  1639,  which  was  in 
fact  the  date  of  incorporation  of 
Exeter  --  from  which  Epping  separated 
in  1741. 


The  design  of  our  new  seal  demon- 
strates that  Epping  is  indeed 
"the  center  of  the  universe":   it's 
round  and  includes  the  earth,  water, 
sky  and  stars. 
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
